Bills to establish the office of 
State Fire Marshal, with general 
control and inspection powers, 
have been introduced in several 
moeereee of the Legislature, but 
ailed of passage.

Berberich of the City Fire Mar- 
shal’s office. 

The inspector said he found 300 
gallons of alcohol and benzine im- 
properly stored in a basement, and 
noted complaints about this haz- 
ardous practice dated as far back 
as 1946. 

“This is a tremendous hazard,” 
Berberich declared. “I wouldn't 
permit it even in a factory build- 
ing, much less a hospital.” 


State Hospital No. 1 at Fulton, 


“Fast-Burning” Type. 

The inflammable liquids were 
stored directly under the old City 
Hospital building at 1515 Lafayette 
avenue, a structure of the “fast- 
burning” type which does not con- 
form to the present building code. 

In this building, the inspector 
continued, fire hose was found to 


be 19 years old and fire escape 
windows are not marked with 
signs. Housekeeping practices in 
this building otherwise were de- 
scribed as generally good except 
for use of open containers for 
rubbish. 

At Malcolm A. Bliss Hospital, 
psychiatric institution in the City 
Hospital group, a cardboard box 
used for rubbish caught fire in 
the basement while the inspector 
was making his rounds.

EFFINGHAM, Ill., April 8—Use 
of highly combustible  sound- 


proofing material on ceilings and 


walls of St. Anthony Hospital ap- 
parently contributed to the rapid 
spread of the disastrous fire which 
killed 75 persons early Tuesday, 
inquiry by the Post-Dispatch dis- 
closed today. 

Material used on the ceilings | 
was Celotex, classified by the Un- 
derwriters Laboratories, Inc., as 
combustible when subject to ex- 
treme heat. On the walls, the hos- 
pital used Fabron, which is listed 
by the underwriters as a safe 
material, provided the coating of 
paint over it is not more than | 
one one-hundredth of an inch. 
But in the hospital, investigators 
learned, the paint coating was 
much thicker.

WASHINGTON, April 8 (AP)— 
Eight of the United States’s Eu- 
ropean allies urgently appealed to- 
day for both guns and dollars to 
build up their military power for 
defense of the West under the 
North Atlantic Treaty. 

They were told in reply that the 
United States Government is “pre- 
pared to recommend” that Con- 
gress enact a program of military 
aid covering both arms and fi- 
nancial assistance, 

Secretary of State Dean Ache- 
son declared this program “in the 
highest interest of the American 
people,” but he said he cannot yet 
estimate its total cost. 

Acheson emphasized in a state- 


an exchange of notes between the 
United States and the eight coun- 
tries that the documents “in no 
sense represent a price tag to be 
placed upon the (Atlantic) pact.” 

He said the appeals for help “are 
consistent with the spirit” of the 
alliance signed here only last 
Monday. The treaty still awaits 
ratification by the United States 
Senate and the 11 other participat- 
ing governments. 

The eight requests were submit- 
ted by Britain, France, Belgium, 
The Netherlands and Luxembourg 
—acting jointly as members of the 
Western European Union they set 
up under the Brussels treaty last 
year—and by Norway, Denmark 
and Italy. No plea for help was 
voiced by Portugal, Iceland or 
Canada, the other alliance mem- 
bers. 

The official appeals and the 
American reply set the stage for 
President Truman’s forthcoming 
formal request to Congress for 
western European military assist- 
ance which may amount to $1,250,- 
000,000, and for aid to other coun- 
tries. Together these may increase 
the total foreign arms costs of the 
United States next year to around 
two billion dollars. 

President Truman said yester- 
day that the money for the rearm- 
ing of the United States’s western 
European allies will be separate

ACHESON STRESSES 
RECIPROCAL EFFORT

WASHINGTON, April 8 — Re- 
leasing copies of communications 
exchanged with the Brussels 
treaty powers, and with Norway, 
Denmark and Italy, concerning 
the provision of military assist- 
ance to those countries by the 
United States, Secretary of State 
Acheson stressed today that the 
program is already in actual work- 
ing operation among the Brussels 
pact nations, and that the Ameri- 
can response would have been the 
same if the North Atlantic treaty 
had never existed. 

That response, as revealed by 
the documents, is a pledge that 
the executive branch of the Gov- 
ernment is prepared to recommend 
to Congress that this country 
should furnish military assistance 
to the nations concerned. From 
President Truman’s inaugural ad- 
dress is quoted the key passage: 

“We will provide military ad- 
vice and equipment to ‘free na- 
tions which will co-operate with 
us in the maintenance of peace 
and security.” 

No Figure Yet on Cost. 

At this time, Acheson said, he 
could not reveal a figure, or even 
an informed guess, as to the cost 
of the program, either for the 
United States or the eight govern- 
ments involved. The only hint 
was a disclosure that these coun- 
tries “recognize the importance 
of building up, at this time, a 
modest program of arms produc- 
tion over and above what had

Acheson further stated that the 
program of military aid will call 
for “some assistance” to countries 
outside the North Atlantic pact, 
including areas, such as Greece 
and Turkey, in which the United 
States has already undertaken 
commitments. 

Norway Cites Defense Drain. 

An aide-memoire from the Nor- 
wegian Embassy, dated April . 
made it known that Norway, dur- 
ing the years 1946-1949, has fi- 
nanced its own defense with ap- 
propriations of more than a bil- 
lion kroner, which are termed “an 
important share of the country’s 
limited resources.” 

In every case, the State Depart- 
ment assured the applicants for 
military help that Congress would 
be asked not only to supply equip- 
ment but “some financial as- 
sistance for increased military pro- 
duction” within the countries rep- 
resented. 

The general principles of a de- 
fense plan now in effect among 
the Brussels treaty powers, said 
Acheson, “augur well for the fu- 
ture successful establishment of a 
co-operative common defense pro- 
gram for the North Atlantic area.” 
Those principles include a joint 
strategic plan and command, and 
systematic sharing of arms pro- 
duction by all member govern- 
ments. 

Plan’s Probable Principles. 

The military terms of the 
Brussels treaty are cited as fol- 
lows, with a strong inference that 
will be adopted or imitated in the 
North Atlantic program: 

“1. The armed forces of the 
European participating coun- 
tries should be developed on a 
co-ordinated basis so that, in 
the event of aggression, they 
can operate in accordance with 
a common strategic plan. 

“2. They should be integrated 
so as to give maximum efficien- 
cy with the minimum necessary 
expenditure of manpower, Mon- 
ey and materials. 

“3. Arrangements concerning 
the transfer of military equip- 
ment and supplies for such pro- 
duction among the European 
participating countries should 
permit transfer, in so far as pos- 
sible, without regard to foreign 
exchange problems and without 
disrupting the intra-European 
payment scheme. 

“4. Increased military effort, 
including increased armed pro- 
duction, should be _ consistent 
with economic objectives and 
the maintenance of economic 
viability. Additional local cur- 
rency costs ~hould be met from 
non-inflationary sources.” 

Economic Recovery First. 

Reviewing the items of the re- 
quests, Acheson stated that they 
recognize the priority of economic 
recovery, and the responsibility 
of every country to do all it can 
to help itself. 

He reaffirmed that the military 
assistance program is not and 
could not be otherwise than en- 
tirely defensive in scope.

PARIS, April 8 (AP) — The 
French Parliament today emphati- 
cally rejected a Communist pro- 
posal to cut funds for the Western 
European General Staff to a sym- 
bolic 1000 francs (about $3). 

The vote in the National Assem- 
bly was 408 to 182 with only Com- 
munists backing their measure.

“Apparently it escaped the at- 
tention of deputy fire marshals in 
subsequent examinations,” he con- 
tinued. “At any rate, there is no 
record of anything being done 
about it by the deputies.” 

Sister Superior Cecilie Ann re- 
lated the sound insulation material 
was installed before she was as- 
signed to the hospital. The mate- 
rial, she said, is used in many 
hospitals. 

“We thought it was definitely 
fireproof,” she asserted. 

Fabron is manufactured by 
Frederic Blank & Co., New York. 
The material is described in the 
Underwriters’ manual as “a fabric 
wall covering intended for applica- 
tion on interior, plastered walls 
and ceilings.” 

When placed on a painted, plas- 
tered surface, the manual states, 
Fabron has a flame spread of 20 
to 30, compared with red oak, 
which has a flame spread of 100. 
However, the manual points out, 
“increased flame spread can be 
anticipated if Fabron is applied 
to paint coatings in excess of one 
one-hundredth of an inch thick- 
ness.”’ 


Suspects Arson. 

Mother Mary Magdalene, head 
of the Hospital Sisters of St. 
Francis, expressed the opinion in 
Springfield that the fire did not 
start in the hospital laundry chute. 
She suspected arson. 

“It looks very suspicious,” she 
remarked, “Sisters and other per- 
sons ran from entrance to en- 
trance, trying to get into the hos- 
pital but they couldn't because 
there was fire at all points. 

“Cigarette butts have been one 
of our worst problems at all our 
hospitals. We've had to put out 
many a fire resulting from care- 
less disposal of cigarette butts.

St. Louis Fire Marshal Discusses 

Material Used at Effingham. 

Fire Marshal Walter H. Kam- 
mann of 8t. Louis, discussing the 
materials used on the ceilings and 
walls of St. Anthony Hospital in 
Effingham, said today that Celo- 
tex was combustible but Fabron 
was safe, unless thick coatings 
of paint were used over the wall 
covering, 

Kammann § said: “Celotex is 
classified as a combustible mate- 
rial, It is made of sugar cane. 

“We've had contractors testify 
Celotex is non-inflammable but it 
is listed as combustible by the Na- 
tional Board of Fire Underwriters 
and its branch, the Underwriters 
Laboratories, Inc. 

“Here is an example of the com- 
bustibility of Celotex: About two 
years ago, there was a fire in a 
Food Center store at Warne and 
Florissant avenues. The first bat- 
talion chief to enter the store re- 
ported it had a Celotex ceiling 
and the fire rolled over the ceil- 
ing as fast as a man could walk. 
That was after the fire got some 
headway. 

“Ordinarily, hospitals don’t use 
Celotex ceilings. It is barred in 
theater auditoriums under the 8t. 
Louis building code. Celotex, of 
course, is a trade name. This 
would apply to any products of 
similar nature. Celotex is used 
principally for its decorative and 
sound-proofing qualities. It will 
burn slowly, unless there is good 
amount of heat, and then it will 
burn more rapidly. 

“In the case of the hospital 
fire, they had drafts and open 
stairways, which helped spread 
ithe fire rapidly. 

“It is my understanding that 
paint with an oil base was used 
over the Fabron at the hospital. 
Fabron is okay if it is flush 
against the plaster. We don’t 
know about that point. But we 
do know they painted over it at 
the hospita!, which was the same 
setup at the Winecoff Hotel fire 
in Atlanta, Ga. 

“When paint with an oil base 
is heated, the oil comes out of hte 
paint. Then fumes from the paint 
help spread the fire.”

Some Buildings New, Seme Old.

We 
have put in fireproof floors and Proportion-fit 
made other improveinents in some 
of these buildings, but would like 
to replace a number of the old 
buildings with new ones.” 

The State Cancer Hospital at 
Columbia has the only wholly fire- 
proof plant among the state hos- 
pitals, Marsh continued. The 
trachoma hospital at Rolla has a 
fireproof main building, he said.

Display of Paintings, 


human form caught 


‘By HOWARD DERRICKSON 

A comprehensive exhibition of 
South Sea Islands art, a major 
influence in the modern movement 
in the United States. opened yes- 


terday at the Washington Univer- 


sity Student Center in Liggett Hall. 

Artistic significance of this 
primative work has been recog- 
nized only recently. Many of the 
objects have been newly acquired 
by the nation’s leading museums 
and are assembled here for the 
first time. 

Ceremonial masks and wood 
carvings of the human figure, 
common items in the collection, 
naively distort anatomy to em- 
Phasize attributes of native gods, 
such as strength and omniscience. 
Primative qualities of rigidity, 
frontality and symmetry are com- 
mon in the figurines. 

A spider web mask from the 
New Hebrides has a large, hyp- 
notic eye that can be moved from 
the inside with a string to terrify 
beholders at religious rites. This 
contribution to the show is unusu- 
al, since native creeds require that 
such masks be destroyed after 
one use. The mask is from the 
collection of Perry T. 
Rathbone, City Art Museum di- 
rector, who acquired it in the 
course of wartime Navy aviation 
service. 

At the opening, special interest 
was shown in a pair of war clubs 
of wood and bone carved by the 
New Zealand Maori craftsmen of | 
the last century. These are deco- | 
rated with conventionalized human | 
figures and a vigorous, sweeping | 
curvilinear all-over design. Pieces | 
of this kind, New York’s Museum | 
of Modern Art has declared, “de- 
serve to rank among the art mas- | 
terpieces of the world.”

A LITTLE LEARNING NOT ONLY 
DANGEROUS, IT CAN BE PAINFUL 


PHILADELPHIA, April 8 (AP) 
—A little learning may be some- 
what more than dangerous— it can 
give you a pain in the head, a 
Temple University neurologist said 
yesterday. 

At least 75 per cent of headaches 
are not aches at all but of some 
psychological origin, Dr. Sherman 
F. Gilpin told the Philadelphia 
County Medical Society. Dr. Gil- 
pin said the public gets a smatter- 
ing of medical information from 
books and articles, but without the 
necessary medical background, 
the information “often does more 
harm than good.” He described 
many headaches as the result of a 
smattering of information. 

“There is too much emphasis on 
educating the lay public and the 
net result is to scare people and 
give them all sorts of imaginary 
symptoms,” Dr. Gilpin said.

“Now that peace negotiations 
have started and the Government 
delegation has arrived in Peiping 
to discuss all issues of your eight 
conditions in keeping with your 
invitation, I should like to further 
express my determination to sac- 
rifice myself to overcome the 
most difficult obstacle in the 
peace talks. 

(Li apparently referred to the 
Communist demand that various 
Government leaders be surren- 
dered as “war criminals.”) 

“T take this step in view of the 
disastrous results of the civil war 
sufferings of the people and mis- 
takes already made. 

“I will accept without evasion, 
the severest punishment, even be- 
ing burned in oil or dismembered 
as a so-called war criminal, for 
past mistakes which’are still hin- 
dering peace.” 

Li’s message appeared to be an 
answer to a Communist ultimatum 
delivered earlier this week. 

This ultimatum called for the 
creation of a Government-Commu- 
nist committee by Saturday. This 


-| was to set up the organization for 


the transfer of the Government’s 
army to Communist control. 

The transfer of control had to 
be completed by next Tuesday. 
Otherwise, powerful Chinese Com- 
munist forces would cross the 
Yangtze. 

Premier Ho Ying-chin returned 
to Nanking by air from Canton 
late in the day. Before leaving 
Canton he told members of the 
Legislative and Control Yuans 
that he would not surrender to 
the Communists. 

Ho hinted that he would move 
the Government back to Canton 
if the Reds again threaten Nan- 
king.

Before I deal specifically with 
these requests I should like to re- 
view briefly some of the Consider- 
ations which have led the eXecu- 
tive branch of the Government to 
decide that the provision of arms 
and equipment to free and friend- 
ly nations is in the highest in- 
terest of the American people. 


It is now Clear that in the 
world of today we can no longer 
rely on our geographic position 
to preserve our security and 
Peace. Our security and peace 


necessarily rest in the combined 
security and peace of the demo- 
cratic world. 


Thus, the single purpose of our 
foreign policy has been to make a 
free world possible and more se- 
cure. The foreign policy which 
this Government has actively pur- 
sued since the termination of 
World War II has had as its fun- 
damental objective the improve- 
ment of the security of the Amer- 
ican people by aSsisting and bring- 
ing about conditions which will 
make for peace, 


Our policy has been directed 
toward preserving free institu- 
tions and nations, to enable 
them to pursue, through their 
own efforts, the democratic way 
of life from which we have 
benefited so much, To this end 
We embarked uPon the Euro- 
pean Recovery Program which 
is by ‘all odds the most impor- 
tant and hopeful application of 
the foreign policy I have de- 
scribed: The Policy of preserv- 
ing and strengthening the en- 
vironments of freedom, 


To the same end of preserving 
peace we have, in conjunction with 
certain western Furopean coun- 
tries and Canada, signed the At- 
lantic pact. It is clear, however, 
that the restoration of political 
and economic health in western 
Europe so essential to our peace 
and security, requires on the part 
of the peoples of that area a con- 
fidence in the future, a sense of 
personal security and a reasonable 
assurance of peace. 

Need for Confidence. 

If they do not have that confi- 
dence, their progress toward re- 
covery and the establishment of 
self-supporting sound economies 
for strengthening democratic in- 
stitutions will be handicapped. 

It is against this background 
that we have for several months 
been developing a program of for- 
eign military assistance. That 
program is being planned on the 
basis of information as to the ur- 
gent military needs of certain of 
the western European nations 
which we received from them in- 
formally some time ago. 

The requests for military as- 
sistance now formalized by this 
exchange of notes are predicated 
uvon an vrzent >eed for im- 
provement in the defensive ca- 
pabilities of the countries re- 
auiring such assistance, thereby 
discouraging aggression against 
them. 

The military assistance pro- 
gram, like the Atlantic pact, is 
part of a policy which is entirely 
defensive in its scope. It could 
not be otherwise. Aggression is 
contrary to the basic traditions, 
{instincts and fundamental poli- 
cies of the nations involved. 


Nothing to Gain From War. 

There can be no doubt that the 
Atlantic pact countries have much 
to lose and nothing to gain from 
war. By the very fact of our 
democratic systems of govern- 
ment, we can never conspire to 
undertake aggressive action. The 
public discussions in this country 

*and abroad which will take place 
concerning the North Atlantic 
pact and the proposed military as- 
sistance program are clear guar- 
antees that we are not preparing 
for an aggressive war. 

The requests come from certain 
of the nations who have this week 
joined with us in signing the 
North Atlantic pact. It is impor- 
tant to note, however, that the 
requests are not a product of the 
pact—an instrument which is not 
yet in effect. Thus, even without 
the existence of the North Atlan- 
tic pact, the need for assistance 
and the recommended response of 
this government would be the

Let us now review briefly the 
terms of the request. They all 
emphasize certain basic principles 
of vital importance in assuring 
the United States that our assist- 
ance will yield maximum benefits 
to us as well as to the recipients. 
They all recognize that eco- 
nomic recovery must be given 
first priority; they all recognize 
in clear terms that each coun- 
try must undertake to do what 
it can to help itself and help 
the other parties of the pact; 
they all recognize the impor- 
tance of building up at this 
time a modest program of arms 
production over, and above, what 
had been contemplated in their 
budgets for this year, so un- 
dertaken as not to impede the 
progress of the economic recovy- 
ery program. 

Of particular significance is the 
fact that these principles have 
been put into actual working op- 
eration by the five Western Union 
countries. Their co-ordinated re- 
quest is the result of careful ex- 
amination as a group, of what, as 
a group, they can do for them- 
selves. Their co-ordinated answer 
augurs well for the future success- 
ful establishment of a co-operative 
common defense program for the 
North Atlantic area. 


Help. for Other Nations. 


While the assistance to the 
North Atlantic pact countries wil! 
constitute the larger part of our 
assistance program, the proposed 
program does call for some as- 
sistance to other areas. This will 
include assistance to areas to 
which we have already undertak- 
en commitments, such as our mili- 
tary assistance program to Greece 
and Turkey. 

I cannot at this time give a 
figure, a range of figures, or an 
informed guess, of what the cost 
of the program will be, for either 
the North Atlantic pact countries 
or for other areas. This matter 
is now being considered jointly 
with the Bureau of the Budget 
and will be submitted to the 
President. When the President 
has made his review I will then 
be in a position to make the fig- 
ure known to the Congress and 
the people of the United States.

HE finding that Tuesday’s vote by which St. Louis elected a 
new Mayor, changing the partisan control of City Hall, was only 
53 per cent of the registration told only a part of the story of 


electorate. 


That vote, 203,000, was only about 43 per cent of what it might 


have been by a reasonably full turnout. 


It was only 31 per cent of 


the estimated population of voting age, only 22 per cent of the 
city’s current estimated total population. 

Thus control of the executive and legislative branches of the 
municipal government for the next two to four years was decided 
by less than one-third of the eligible voters or less than a quarter 


of the people. 


Local specialists co-operating 
with the Census Bureau estimated 
the city’s population at 905,000 
last Jan. 1. At least 650,000 citi- 
zens are of voting age, 21 years 
or over, if the proportion is the 
same as in the 1940 census. 
(Actually, the volume of voting 
age now probably is somewhat 
higher because of the general 
tendency toward prolongation of 
life.) 

City’s Record Vote. 


A liberal allowance for super- 
annuated citizens, the mentally 
and physically infirm, those who 
are imprisoned and others not 
able to register for various rea- 
sons would be 20 per cent. That 
would cut down the number of 
actually eligible voters — those 
who should be on the registration 
books—to about 520,000. The high- 
est registration on record here 
was 434,000 for the presidential 
election of 1940, when Franklin 
D. Roosevelt won his third term. 
For Tuesday’s election the regis- 
tratiom was 381,000. 


It should be possible for at 
least 90 per cent of those regis- 
tered to vote, after allowing for 
absence from the city, illness, ac- 
cidents and deaths. The St. Louis 
record is 94 per cent, for the presi- 
dential election of 1936 at the 
height of the New Deal contro- 
versies. Ninety per cent ballot- 
ing would mean that about 468,000 
votes could have been cast Tues- 
day. 

Many thoughtful students of de- 
mocracy have gone into the ques- 
tion of why people in St. Louis 
and the rest of America won't ex- 
ercise their right of franchise— 
especially after the suppressions 
of human rights in the totali- 
tarian countries in the last two 
decades. No one has come up with 
a positive answer. 

The pattern in St. Louis always 


has been for the highest volume 
of registration and the largest 
vote to come in the presidential 
election, then the volume falls 
away through the ensuing mayor- 
al election and the “off year” 
state and city elections.

Missouri's Fire Hazards 


Fire Marshal Kammann’s report that three St. 
Louis hospitals are of the “fast burning” type is 
followed by the announcement that there are 
many fire hazards at City Hospital, including 
improper storage of highly inflammable liquids, 
improper doors and cluttered fire escapes. 

After cheeking City Hospital, Inspector Ber- 
berich of the Fire Marshall's office states: “I 
wouldn't permit it even in a factory, much less 
in a hospital.” 

The horror which occurred at Effingham might 
just as well have been a Missouri tragedy rath- 
er than one in Illinois. At Jefferson City, Di- 
rector Marsh of the Missouri State Department 
of Public Health says that inspection of this 
state’s 185 general and private hospitals would 
show many “definite fire hazards.” 

Director Marsh would like to do something 
about this situation, but his hands are tied by 
lack of adequate statutory provision. There is 
now no agency with authority to close an unsafe 
hospital. Without such a tragic objeet lesson as 
that at Effingham, bills to give the State Fire 
Marshal's office control and inspection powers 
have died in one legislative session after another. 


Let us hope this time that the Effingham les- 
son will be taken to heart. The new Mayor 
and the new Board of Aldermen should make 
it their first order of business. State and 
county authorities also should act just as seon 
as they possibly can. More is needed, however, 
than stiffer laws. 

No doubt, the nursing sisters in Effingham 
were as aware as anybody else—and probably 
more so—of the fire risks in their hospital. 
But they had to do their best with the available 
facilities. Now Effingham is raising $600,000 
as part of the cost of a new $2,400,000 hospital. 


‘Would it not have been better if a little more 


money had been raised in the past to make 
possible the modernization of the hospital? 


Sister Mary Theobalda, superintendent of St. 
Mary’s Infirmary, one of the three “fast burn- 
ers,” says that the need for safety measures 
has long been recognized, but that funds are 
lacking. The fundamental story probably is the 
same at Bethesda General Hospital and at Faith 
Hospital, the other two institutions named by 
Marshal Kammann. 

By all means, there should be a law to com- 
pel structural improvements. And in the county 
there must also be more provisions for syste- 
matic inspections—especially of nursing homes. 
But there must also be a keen realization that 
institutional safety is a public responsibility. 
Administrators must not merely be told what 
to do. They must be given the means to do it. 
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No Time to Yield 


Gov. Smith's intentions in urging a compro- 
mise- on his special road committee may be 
good. But its form is questionable. And its tim- 
ing is bad. 

The Governor wants the committee, headed 
by former Gov. Stark, to amend its plan so that 
it would call for the earmarking of half of 
the gas tax increase for rural roads. This, 
frankly, would be appeasing the county politi- 
cians. And Mr. Smith admits it. He says that 
the plan never will come out of legislative com- 
mittee unless some such concession is made. 

Maybe some compromise may have to be 
made if decent road legislation is to be adopted. 
But it would be better to make concessions late 
rather than early. If the Governor yields to the 
committee, he probably will be expected to 
yield again when the measure reaches the floor. 


Certainly, the Governor would give away too 
much. Half of the proposed two-cent tax in- 
crease may run to about $8,000,000. It might not 
be so bad if Mr. Smith insisted that the coun- 
ties match such state grants, but he only ex- 
pects them to impose a 35-cent tax to maintain 
roads built with these state funds. 

The ideal way to handle the problem is to 
have. the State Highway Commission spend all 
of the money. It is clearly understood that in 
doing so it must, at the outset, take responsi- 
bility for at least 15,000 miles of rural roads. 
With time, this should be increased. And a 
good commission can be counted on to select 
the mileage on the only fair basis, that of great- 
est need. 

Indeed, this seems the only legal procedure. 
Attorney General Taylor has ruled that the 
Legislature has no right to earmark road funds. 
Gov. Smith says that some lawyers disagree. 
But whether it is legal or not, handing funds 
to county politicians is not the best way of 
building roads. The Stark committee, we hope, 
will not accept the suggestion. First of all, let 
its original plan be offered to the Legislature 
—because it is a much better plan than the 
Governor’s compromise. 
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Gruening’s Enemies, and Alaska’s 

Powerful interests are trying to defeat the re- 
nomination of Ernest Gruening as Governor of. 
Alaska. 

They are the same powerful interests that 
want to keep Alaska a colonial dependency, 
where private interests can exploit rich natural 
resources unbridled and with payment of mini- 
mum taxes, despite the territory’s need for tax 
money. 

They don’t like Gov. Gruening because he 
wants to raise taxes to fight the prevalence of 
tuberculosis and rescue the hard-pressed Uni- 
versity of Alaska—to mention only two of the 
territory’s many needs. 


They don’t like him because he wants to 
break up the shipping monopoly that impedes 
Alaskan development with high prices. 

They don't like him because he personifies 
the struggle for statehood, which would kelp 
along the causes he is fighting for—and because 
the State of Alaska would probably send him to 
the United States Senate, increasing his power 
to fight for his program. 

One of his most vocal enemies in Alaska, 
Austin E. Lathrop, publisher of the Fairbanks 
Daily News-Miner and the territory's largest in- 
dustrialist, opposed him because he “tried to 
promote tax legislation not acceptable to mem- 
bers of the Legislature.” His program has now 
been accepted by the Legislature virtually in 
full, including an income tax and an inereased 
tax on fisheries. 

Why has the Senate been so long in acting on 
the renomination of Gov. Gruening for a third 
full four-year term? Marquis Childs says Sena- 
tor Butler of Nebraska is the main deterrent. 
What has Senator Butler got against the nomi- 
nee? Why isn’t action insisted upon by Senator 
O'Mahoney, chairman of the Interior commit- 
tee, which has the nomination in hand? The 
objeétions ought to be brought into the fullest 
publicity. The fact is that when Alaska finally

becomes a state its people are going to come 
close considering Ernest Gruening its founding 
father. 
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For Farm Abundance 


“Economy of scarcity” | has been the Govern- 
ment’s peacetime farm policy since 1932, and 
it has always gone against the American grain. 
It is greatly to the Truman Administration's 
credit that it is urging a radical turn toward 


“economy of abundance.” 


As outlined by Secretary Brannan, this is to 
be accomplished by public contributions to 
farmers’ income instead of supports to their 
prices. The distinction is vital. Supporting prices 
means creating artificial scarcities. If, for 
example, the object is to guarantee farmers 
35 cents for eggs when the market price would 
normally be 25 cents, the Government inflates 
the price by purchasing eggs and taking them 
off the market. That is “price support.” Un- 
der the income-support plan, however, the con- 
sumer would get the eggs for 25 cents and the 
Government would pay the farmer 10 cents. 


Such a plan “would give consumers a real 
break,’ as Mr. Brannan says. It would allay 
their present irritated feeling that they are 
paying twice for farm aid, once to the tax 
collector and again at the store. The “real 
break” would enable many moderate-income 
families to purchase fresh foods that they can- 
not afford today. To this same end, Mr. Bran- 
nan proposes to encourage the production of 
fresh foods by assuring them a larger fraction 
of the federal aid money than they have had 
in the past. 

Another attraction of the proposal is that 
it should reduce Government interference in ag- 
riculture. The need for price stabilization pur- 
chases would disappear, and it would no longer 
be necessary to tell farmers how much they can 
produce. Under the Brannan formula, over- 
production would depress the price, diminish 
the rate of subsidy, and take away the incentive 
to over-produce. 

There is a premising answer, too, for that 
troublesome sector of agriculture which does 
not produce less than the people need but 


‘more than they can use—the sector that pro- 


duces things like wheat and cotton. Price sup- 
ports and production controls would remain for 
these chronic surplus crops, but Mr. Brannan 
has an effective strategy to taper off the need 
for such devices. He would simply assign these 
crops smaller shares than they have previously 
had in the federal subsidy funds. 


As a result, more farmers -would respond to 
the lure of higher rewards in fresh foods, 
which would be a happy turn for everyone. It 
would mean more money for farmers and bet- 
ter diet for consumers. It would promote soil 
conservation. And it would relieve the pressure 
that so often makes this country behave like an 
economic aggressor in the effort to unload its 
farm surpluses in other countries. 

The Administration’s farm proposal is thus 
a thing of high promise not only for farmers, 
but for consumers and taxpayers and for the 
struggling agricultural nations whom we need 
and want to be our friends. 
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Mr. Rankin’s New Pension Bill 


John Rankin’s pension bill is still no bargain. 

When he abandoned his grandiose scheme for 
$90 a month for every veteran at 65, his fellow 
Congressmen began saying that at last the Rep- 
resentative from Mississippi was thinking in 
terms to which there could be some agreement. 

That was before the Veterans’ Administration 
put a price tag on the new terms Mr. Rankin 
had begun thinking in. 

The bill now being considered by the Veter- 
ans Committee, of which Rankin is chairman, 
would pay $72-a-month pensions to World War I 
veterans alone. It would cost 17 billion dollars. 
If it were applied to the veterans of both World 
Wars, as a pending proposal would provide, it 
would cost 77 billion dollars. 

Either of these figures is less than the 150 
billion dollars the original Rankin bill would 
have cost, but either is still too much, and either 
is still more than the Federal Government can 
afford. 

The Treasury is hard-pressed to finance the 
European Recovery Program and the armed 
forces. Those measures are necessary to pre- 
serve the peace won by the armies on the battle- 
field. Would it make sense to imperil or curtail 
them for the sake of an extravagant pension pro- 
gram? To veterans as well as to all other 
Americans, pensions are less important than 
peace. 

If any pension plan is adopted it should be 
based on the veteran’s actual need and the Gov- 
ernment’s ability to pay. Mr. Rankin has not 
yet begun thinking in those terms. 
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The Stallers Win 


The City Plan Commission deserves genuine 
and sustained applause for carrying the fight 
for a decent zoning ordinance to the very last 
ditch. But once more the stallers have won. 
Served only too well by its aldermanic stooges, 
the real estate crowd has again preserved its 
“right” to pile up speculative profits at the 
expense of the community. 

Mayor Kaufmann did his best in calling to- 
gether the aldermanic zoning committee and 
urging it to bring the ordinance up for a vote 
at today’s final meeting of the Board of Alder- 
men. Harland Bartholomew, engineer for the 
Plan Commission, met all the punctured objec- 
tions once more. Indeed, the committee could 
find no other excuse for its failure to act than 
that it was impossible for Clerk George W. 
Hartman to get the measure ready for action. 
It has been ready for months and months! 

Board President Albanese, one of the chief 
stooges for the stallers, could say no more than 
that the measure “stinks.” What he meant, of 
course, was’that it did not carry the spot zoning 
loophole, which would have made it worse than 
useless from the start. 

Chairman Guetschow of the zoning commit- 
tee seemed, on the whole, to realize the im- 
portance of the measure, but he showed little 
skill or strength in handling a bad committee. 

Mayor-elect Darst might have carried some 
weight even with a committee in the last hours 
of its existence. But he just excused himself by 
saying that he had not studied the measure. 
That is an odd confession from a man who 
might well have had to enforce-the law. The 
community will expect him, because of his real 
estate connections, to make an extraordinary 
effort for the enactment of this zoning haw once 
his own term begins. 

It has seen the real estate stallers win this 
battle twice in the last eight years. A third ef- 
fort for zoning will be made. And St. Louis 
will not be happy if it discovers that the stall- 
ers have a new batch of flunkies in City Hall.

E. A. Morehead in Editorial Research Reports 


The quarterly report of the Council of 
Economic Advisers, due this week, will be 
scanned carefully to see if it supports the 
position taken last week by President Tru- 
man on the outlook for prices. 


The President said his proposed anti-in- 
flation program Was as necessary now as 
last January, when he asked Congress to 
enact it. If its report should call for new 
inflation controls, the 
three-man council 
would be at wide vari- 
ance with many econ- 
omists, both inside 
and outside the Gov- 
ernment, who see de- 
flation rather than 
inflation as the pres- 
ent dominant force 
in the national econ- 
omy. 

This view has been 
reflected in recent Senator Lucas 
steps taken by Government agencies, Last 
month the Federal Reserve Board liberal- 
ized instalment buying terms, and then re- 
duced from 75 per cent to 50 per cent the 
amount of cash required for stock trans- 
actions—both moves to counteract deffh- 
tionary developments. 


Steel Is Easing Up 


Also in March, the Secretary of Com- 
merce announced that 150,000 tons of steel 
would be made available to the open mar- 
ket in June from the voluntary allocation 
program—a_ significant development  be- 
cause steel has been the most important 
of the “key materials in short supply” for 
which the President wants priorities and 
allocations continued. 


Still another official recognition of the 
trend away from inflation has been relaxa- 
tion of export controls. 


~ Such moves as these, together with a 
continued drop in the cost of living over 
the past five months, have apparently 
doomed the core of the Truman eight-point 
anti-inflation program—standby price and 
rationing controls and general taxation 
increase. Even Senate Majority Leader 


Lucas has indicated that prospects for en- 
acting these proposals are dim. 

If Congress does shelve this core of the 
President’s program, the reason will be 
primarily that a change in conditions had 
obviously made it unnecessary. In pre 
senting any program to meet a future 
emergency, a President always stands a 
chance of being left out on a limb because 
the emergency may not develop. 


A Precedent from F. D. R. 


Three elaborate presidential programs 
went down the drain in the recent past 
because conditions changed. The most nota- 
ble action of the Seventy-fifth Congress, 
chosen in the Roosevelt landslide of 1936, 
was its rejection of President Roosevelt's 
plan for reorganization of the Supreme 
Court. 


The plan assumed that the court would 
continue to invalidate New Deal legislation. 
With the mere enunciation of the plan, the 
court began handing down a series of de- 
cisions which upheld major New Deal 
laws. 

Then Justice Van Devanter resigned, giv- 
ing the President a chance to appoint a 
New Deal justice. (Mr. Truman said last 
week his very request for anti-inflation 
measures had been one main factor in 
heading off inflation.) 


That Postwar Slump 


The outstanding Administration defeat in 
Congress in 1939 was the refiisal of the 
House to consider President Roosevelt's 
lending-for-recovery program. This spend- 
lend, pump-priming plan had been evolved 
to meet what looked like a new depression, 
but by the time Congress got around to 
considering the plan, production and em- 
ployment were on the upswing. 


Again, in 1945, the Administration asked 
for increased unemployment benefits to 
cushion an anticipated postwar unemploy- 
ment emergency. Congress shelved the 
proposal. Instead of unemployment rising 
to the predicted nine-million level, employ- 
ment began its rise to new record highs. 
A new situation had again wrecked an old 
plan. 


Home vs. Office 
Ann Maulsby in the New York Times Magazine 


The wife who has choscn to be mistress 
of her household is beitcr adjusted, calmer 
and therefore happier than the career wife 
who spends her whole day in an office. 

The housewife may indeed be a scrubber 
of floors, a scourer of bathtubs. She may 
be valet and private secretary to her hus- 
band, and nursemaid to her children.- In 
addition she often takes charge of the 
family finances, is a decorator and gar- 
dener, and she plans the family’s social 
life. If she is extraordinarily talented she 
is also a superb cook. Does the career 
woman honestly believe that an office job 
is more varied and fascinating than this? 

Furthermore her reading is leas likely to 
be restricted to mystery stories than the 
tired career woman’s, and she is therefore 
a greater cultural force in the home. She 
is more easily able to keep her figure trim, 
because her daily duties in the house and 
outside it give her more exercise than the 
office worker whose beam broadens and 
whose muscles sag as she sits at her desk. 


But, except for a few who have a real 
urge for a career, an outstanding talent in 


a special field, no happily married woman 
who is honest with herself could possibly 
prefer the office to the home. 

The argument that the career wife gets 
out into the world of ideas and thereby be- 
comes a better intellectual companion for 
her husband is patently fallacious.

Moreover, the housewife, unless she 
has several children and no domestic help 
at all, has far more scope for a diversity of 
interests and is far less likely to fall into 
a mental rut than her career sister whose 
horizon is often limited to her job.

Eternal Symbol of Paternity 


OLD MAN GORIOT, by Henore de Balzac: 
by W. Somerset Maugham whe edited 
ef Joan Charlies for the American public. (John C. 
Winston, 232 pgs., $3.50.) 

This new edition of Balzac’s immortal 
“Pere Goriot” is being issued as a part 
of a series entitled “The Ten Greatest 
Novels of the World.” Somerset Maugham 
made the selection and wrote a preface for 
each of the 10 in which he undertook to tell 
something about the author and give his 
reasons for preferring one of his books to 
another. 

Of Balzac Mr. Maugham says: “I don’t 
believe he was a very interesting man. 
There were no great complications in his 
character, no puzzling contradictions and 
no interesting subleties. He was in fact 
rather obvious. ... But he had a power of 
creation that was extraordinary. He was 
like a force of nature, a tumultuous river, 
for instance, overflowing its banks and 
sweeping everything before it.” ; 

The power and fecundity to which Mr. 
Maugham refers is certainly an inescapable 
characteristic of “Old Man Goriot” but the 
same may be said of “Cousin Pons,” 
“Cousin Bette,” “Cesar Birotteau” and 
other Balzac novels. Indeed the several 
parts of the “Comedie Humaine” are all 
alike in being continuously interesting and 
having intensity of characterization. I be- 
lieve though that I too would have chosen 
“Old Man Goriot” as a fitting representa- 
tive of its author’s genius and partly be- 
cause it has left humanity with a perfect 
symbol of doting paternity. 

To have epitomized some aspect of 
human nature so vividly that it lives on in 
memory and as a part of the language 
gives any author a rightful claim to a kind 
of greatness. We may belittle Victor Hugo 
for his sermonizing, his dependence upon 
coincidence and his general prolixity but 
we never forget Jean Valjean or Inspector 
Javert. And Father Goriot, for that mat- 
ter is quite as untrue to nature as the most 
arbitrarily drawn character in romance or 
fantasy. 

Balzac is distinctly not a naturalistic writ- 
er. Few fathers have ever been as dedicated 

as Father Goriot and 


callous as his fellow 
guests at the Maison 
Vauquer. The reader 
doesn’t overlook this 
exaggerated simpli- 
fication; he simply 
forgets about it be- 
cause the scene and 
the actors filling the 
scene are so arrest- 
ing, so poignant or 
30 explosive. 

In a sense, how- 
ever, Father Goriot 
is true; he has few models in real life but 
he corresponds to an ideal. 

The translation of “Old ‘Man Goriot” by 
Joan Charles is excellent and its occasional 
Americanisms do no harm. Miss Charles— 
or perhaps Mr. Maugham—has tightened 
the narrative here and there by the omis- 
sion of descriptive details. The book is il- 
lustrated with black and white drawings 
and water colors by Rafaello Busoni.

This “novel of suspense,” as its publish- 
ers term it, has less suspense t more 
characterization than the average thriller. 
A first novel by the wife of California's 
Senator, it has as its setting the nation’s 
capitol, with such characters as you might 
expect to find there. Best of Mrs. Know- 
land’s characterizations, however, is her 
selfish, shallow, middle-aged heroine, who 
announces in Chapter One that she intends 
to murder her lover in jealous revenge 
over a mysterious “Madame Baltimore.” 
Since both victim and murderer are devoid 
of redeeming features the reader is not 
too excited about what may happen to 
them. The chase and the closing web of evi- 
dence does hold the interest, however, and 
the book will certainly discourage any 
amateur who may be contemplating the 
perfect crime.

He 
received many medals and high 
honors.

Sleazy Side of the Fight Game 

N honest, bitter and completely unadorned little picture 

about the seamy side of the prize-fight game, “THE SET- 

UP,” showing at the MISSOURI THEATER, is the only 
bright spot in a rather discouraging week at the movie houses. 

Screenwriter Art Cohn and Director 

Robert Wise have taken a particularly sour 

view of the fight business. This is about as 

far as they could get in the opposite direction 

from the usual fight picture about the clean- 

cut poetic youngster who would really rather 

play a violin, and who, in spite of his scrawny 

frame and flabby muscles knocks out the 

heavyweight champion of the world in the fifteenth round, 

emerging with only a tiny becoming scratch on his handsome 

wisage even though he has been whaled unmercifully for 14 

rounds, and kissing a millionaire’s beautiful daughter, with 

his kindly grizzled old manager, somebody like Russell Gleason, 

looking on and chuckling benevolently, while the police collar 
the wicked gamblers at the stadium exit. 

“The Set-Up” has scrubbed all the glamor from the busi- 
ness with a scathing abrasive. It brings us into an evening 
in a small city sporting arena, gives us a whiff of seedy man- 
agers and handlers, the shoddy atmosphere of brutality and 
sadism, the self-importance of a petty gambler and fixer, the 
sweat and dirt of the dressing rooms, the pitiful illusions of 
battered old fighters and the dreams of new, up-and-coming 
ones. They have made the bout on which the story centers 
the best-staged and most finely photographed movie fight 
we've ever seen. The principals are muscled like fighters and 
work like fighters. Even though the bout is the most vicious 
heavyweight battle since the Dempsey-Firpo go, with the men 
slashing each other like demons, that is justifiable dramatic 
license, and it makes for a tense, exciting fight sequence. 


The story is a simple one about a washed-up 35-year-old 
pug, Stoker Thompson, bogged in the semi-final class on the 
cheap circuits, who still has delusions of being one punch 
away from fame, represented by a $500 bout. His wife knows 
he’s in danger of having his brains knocked out, that he’s 
through and begs him to quit. His manager sells him out for 
$50 to take a dive to a rising young heavy, but doesn’t tell 
him, figuring Stoker will be knocked out anyway and the 
manager won’t have to cut him in. Stoker is upset because his 

- wife refuses to see the bout, and sets out to prove to himself 
that he can still win. Battered terrifically, he hangs on 
doggedly; when his alarmed manager finally whispers to him 
to take a dive he doesn’t respond with high-minded rhetoric. 
He stubbornly mutters, “I can still take him,” leaving one to 
suppose taking a dive doesn’t exactly shock him, but this 
time his professional pride and real courage will carry him 
through. He still has enough punch left to knock out his 
opponent. For this, he is deserted by his manager and trainer, 
trapped in an alley after the fight by his opponent, fhe 
opponent’s manager and the outraged gambler, and beaten to 
a pulp, with his right hand smashed with bricks. 


Robert Ryan, himself a former college boxer, plays this 
grim tale superbly as Stoker. Ryan is one of the finest, most 
realistic character actors on the screen. Audrey Totter as 
the wife, George Tobias as the manager and Wallace Fora 
as the dressing-room attendant are all very good. The one 
criticism of the movie is that by maintaining its cold op- 
jectivity to the very end, it keeps Stoker from some of the 
pity due him and falls short of the moving and tragic docu- 
ment it could have been. How accurate a picture this is of 
the fight game, we wouldn’t know; ‘our friend Bill McGoogan 
of the sports page says it’s exaggerated on the sordid side. 
Perhaps there are many noble, generous and sportsmanlike 
souls in the fight business. But you won’t find them here.

Steinbeck Loses His Own Touch 

Usually if an author’s nove] turns out to be a dud on the 
acreen, the novelist can scream that his story has been man- 
gled in the adaptation. Not so in the case of “THE RED 
PONY,” at the AMBASSADOR. John Steinbeck, who wrote 

the novelette, did the screen-play himself. 
And, in some way, most of the tenderness, 
the poetic overtones and the poignancy of the 
little story of a boy who learns about life and 
death from a red pony and a foaling 
mare, has eluded the screen. The movie 
tries hard to catch them, dwelling on the 
beauties of awakening nature on the Cali- 
fornia ranch, the day-dreams of the smal] boy and his dis- 
illusionment with his idol, Billy the hired hand, when the pony 
dies in spite of all that Billy can do. But they don’t register. 

The film seems slow-moving—in spite of gratefulness for 
at last having a Western without gun-play, you do want more 
decisive action. The pathos of the garrulous old grandfather 
whose tales of crossing the plains bore everyone except the 
boy, and the inability of the boy’s father to adjust himself to 
ranch life or to make a pal of his son have been overstressed 
and seem a little artificial. The best sequence ‘in the film is 
when the boy, beside himself with grief, fights barehanded a 
buzzard which has settled on the pony’s carcass. 

Robert Mitchum is quite convincing as the hired hand, 
and Peter Miles gives a sensitive performance as the youngster. 
But Myrna Loy and Shepperd Strudwick seem miscast as the 
mother and father. Louis Calhern gives an expert rendition 
of the grandfather, in spite of making him a cross between 
Buffalo Bill and a Southern Colonel. 


More Repulsive Than Dear 
“The Red Pony,” however, seems a masterpiece as a story 
eof a small boy and an animal as compared to “SO DEAR TO 
MY HEART,” at the FOX. This is Walt Disney’s latest at- 
tempt to mix human action with his cartoon sequences, and 
it’s the worse so far. “Song of the South” at 
least had some lively animated parts and 
catchy songs. In this, the animated sequences 
have none of the usual Disney exuberant 
charm; and the tunes are negligible, with the 
exception of the quaint “Lavender Blue,” which 
the producers evidently didn’t foresee as the 
hit it became because they give it only one 
chorus, and the folk song, “Billy Boy.” As for the story, it’s 
pretty terrible.

The performance 
of the boy by Bobby Driscoll, is completely phony. An excuse 
is made for this sort of stuff that it appeals to the kiddies. We 
wouldn't insult an intelligent child by exposing him to it. 

There is an imported stage play of the fairy tale, “JACK 
AND THE BEANSTALK,” aimed at small children. I suspect 
most grownups will find it pretty trying.

There could have been a pretty good drama in the case 
of Bob Ford, who shot his fellow outlaw Jesse James in the 
back to get immunity, and became a pariah among men.

The thing 
that has us worried is mildew— 
a fungus of some sort that drifts 
in the air and thrives on articles 
stored in warm damp places. 


One possible way to prevent 
mildew attacking articles such as 
leather, fabrics and similar arti- 
cles is to store them in a dry well 
ventilated place. The other way 
is to treat them with a fungicide. 

There are many excellent 
brands of fungicides which can 
be purchased at grocery and hard- 
ware stores and possibly other 
places. These are applied to the 
article and will prevent mildew 
growing on it regardless of where 
the article might be placed. Re- 
member, mildew does more than 
just stain. It may damage the 
article to such a point that you'll 
have to toss it away.

Now Uta Hagen, Who Has Leading 


Role in Tennessee Williams's Play, 
Is Heralded as an Important Figure 


in Theater—--At American Next Week 
By Clarissa Start 


HEATRICAL stars are usually born on Broadway but this past 

winter a star was born in Chicago. No sooner had the national 

company of Tennessee Williams's play, “A Streetcar Named De- 
sire” gone on tour than critics were tossing superlatives at its leading 
lady, Uta Hagen, for her portrayal of the neurotic Southern girl. By 
the time the play was halfway through its Chicago run, Uta had 
been given the new discovery treatment by news and picture: maga- 
zines, and termed, “what the U.S. stage sorely needs, a serious and 
electrifying actress who plays in the grand manner.” 


If Uta Hagen (and you pro 
nounce it Oo-tah Hah-gen) is con- 
scious of being a newborn star, 
she doesn’t give any indication of 
it. More interested in the theater 
generally than herself particularly, 
she would rather discuss plays 
than personalities. This past win- 
ter she began a large-scale project 
of teaching children to act and it 
is typical of her attitude that she 
considers her teaching the “most 
important” thing that happened 
to her this year. 

“Teaching is one of the mos 
enjoyable things I’ve ever done; 
says Uta, who opens in “Streetcar” 
at the American Theater Monday 
night, “and if my acting has im- 
proved it’s because of my teach- 
ing. There are so many things 
you fegl about acting and yet 
don’t clarify for yourself. When 
you have to tell someone else 
about them, it stimulates your own 
work.” 

Uta’s teaching, which began 
when a friend in New York, per- 
suaded her to coach some young- 
sters, has been primarily for the 
benefit of child actors and chil- 
dren of professionals in other 
shows playing wherever she hap- 
pened to be. 

“There are many talented chil- 
dren in America,” she says. “All 
they need is a chance to develop 
and the desire to work. My moth- 
er used to say, ‘God is very stingy. 
He gives some people talent and 
other people the ability to work. 
When He gives them both to one 
person, you have an artist.’” 

In Uta’s case, both ability and 
intensity were present from ear- 
liest childhood. It is possible that 
some of the ability was inherited, 
as she was the daughter of two 
artists, the late Thyra Leisner, 
German opera singer, and Dr. 
Oskar Hagen, who is now head of 


the art department at the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin, and one of 
the greatest living authorities on 
Handel, 

Uta was born in Germany and 
her unusual first name was the 
result of her father’s artistic re- 
search which led him to a cathe- 
dral in Nuernberg. There he dis- 
covered some hitherto unknown 
early statuary, among the group- 
ings a statue of a Princess Uta. 
As a result of his discovery, the 
cathedral became a favorite sight 
for tourists and many German 
girls were named Uta; among the 
first was Dr. Hagen’s daughter. 
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HE family moved to this coun- 

try in 1926 when Dr. Hagen was 

named e e professor at 
the University of Wisconsin, and 
after several visits decided to stay. 
Uta, who gives a creditable repro- 
duction of a Mississippi miss in 
“Streetcar” speaks with only the 
slightest trace of her original ace 
cent. 

“I learned English within three 
weeks on our first visit,” she re- 
calls. “When we returned to Ger- 
many I had to relearn German. 
When we came back IJ had to re- 
learn English. Finally after sev- 
eral visits, I became bilingual,” 

In spite of her parents’ interests 
in music, Uta did not choose a 
musical career, probably, she feels, 
because it was “to easy, too close.” 

“Mother kept asking me when 
I was going to start studying with 
her,” she says, “and I kept saying, 
‘Next year, maybe.’” 

Instead she studied other things, 
dancing—which accounts for the 
light as a feather grace with 
which she moves across a stage 
—and acting. She appeared in 
amateur plays on the campus, 
then went to England to study at 
the Royal Academy of Dramatic

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Art. When she returned to this 
country she was 17 and eager to 
begin her career. She wrote a let- 
ter to Eva LeGallienne and so im- 
pressed the actress-Manager with 
her fervent interest in the theater, 
that she received the role of 
Ophelia in a summer stock pre- 
sentation of “Hamlet.” At the 
end of the summer she wrote 
another letter of appeal, this time 
to Alfred Lunt and Lynn Fon- 
tanne. Once again the combina- 
tion of youth, talent, and ambi- 
tion worked. She made her Broad- 
way debut at 18, in “The Sea 
Gull.”

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N OW 29, blond, pretty Uta, who 
looks much younger offstage 
than as “the play’s heroine of 

uncertain years, has 11 years in 

the theater and one marriage be- 
hind her. The marriage was to Jose 

Ferrer and the divorce has been 


a friendly one. Miss Hagen and 
her ex-husband played the lead- 


ing roles in “Angel Street,” her 
last major role efore “Streetcar.” 
You receive the impression, not 
put into words, that Uta’s career 
was always secondary to her mar- 
riage and now the situation has 
been reversed. 

She has one child, an 8-year-old 
daughter named Leticia and called 
Letty, who goes to the Todd 
School for Boys at Woodstock, 
Ill, chosen for its proximity to 
Chicago, so Letty could commute 
and visit her mother on week- 
ends. There are 150 boys and six 
girls in the school; the girls are 
all daughters of faculty members 
except for Letty and her room- 
mate, Christopher Welles, daugh- 
ter of Orson Welles. 

Letty sees her mother in every 
play and seemed to take the 
plots of the first few, all trage- 
dies, in her stride.

NEW YORK, Thursday. 


ESTERDAY was the second 

day of the spring session of

I was 
in my place in conference room 
No. 3 at 3 o’clock.

FOR INSTANCE, the delegate 
from The Netherlands was chair- 
man of the Sub-Commission on 
Freedom of Information, and the 
three conventions on freedom of 
information ‘are going to be the 
first subjects taken up by the com- 
mittee. In Paris we decided that 
these items would be the first 
business on our agenda at this ses- 
sion. However, the secretariat, in 
printing the journal for yesterday, 
listed the subjects according to 
an old schedule. 

Thereupon, the U.S.S.R., which 
always like to follow the written 
word and the authoritative docu- 
ments, felt that we should proceed 
as the secretariat had printed the 
journal. The rest of the commit- 
tee, though, soon decided that a 
mistake need not become a reality 
in procedure, and we immediately 
began work on the first of the 
three covenants which the Eco- 
nomic and Social Council referred 
to us. m 


* * 

BECAUSE THE ECONOMIC 
and Social Council had considered 
only one of these, the Soviet dele- 
gate thought we should refer them 
back to the Council for further 
study before taking them up. 
Again the vote of the committee 
decided that since the Council re- 
quested us to take them up, we 
were obligated to do so.

Of course, there 
will be great differences of opin- 
ion, but on the whole it seems to 
me it should not be impossible for 
the majority of the member na- 
tions to come to an agreement on 
these subjects.

66" 'M just about able, by the 

| greatest caution and pru- 

dence, to keep my head above 
water and no more.” 

It was not the water of a river 
or lake that the Victorian Eng- 
lish sporting novelist, Robert Sur- 
tees, referred to in these lines, 
but to financial waters in those 
depths he might be engulfed but

N a match-point duplicate game 
| oniy one North-South pair 

reached a slam contract or «a 
certain board, but unfertunat.ty, 
that was also the only pair who 
made less than 12 tricks in the 
play! 

North, dealer. 

Both sides Renae 
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To repeat, most of the North- 
South pairs landed at four or 
five-spade contracts, but one pair 
bid boldly as follows: 


West opened the diamond king. 
Declarer won and promptly ruffed 
a diamond with dummy’s jack, 
then cashed the club ace and 
ruffed a club. He next ruffed 
his last diamond, with the spade 
king—and then faced the problem 
of getting back to his own hand 
safely. He solved this—tempo- 
rarily'—by leading the ace and a 
low heart. West won, and so 
South did not have to fear-a club 
return by East, which might give 
West an over-ruff, but when West 
Played back a diamond and de- 
clarer ruffed low, he found that 
his ace and queen of trumps were 
not adequate to draw the out- 
standing trumps. Down one! 

South lost, not one, but two 
tricks by ruffing his low diamonds 
instead of setting up dummy’s 
long club suit, as he should have 
done. Proper play would have 
given South all 13: tricks! 

After taking the opening lead, 
the right plan is to cash the club 
ace and ruff a club. Now go to 
dummy with a trump and ruff 
another club with a low trump, 
If West can over-ruff (he couldn't, 
of course, in the actual case), the 
contract itself is still safe. When 
West merely discards on the 
trick, South can see clear sailing. 
Now he can well afford to ruff a 
diamond, with the spade king. He 
then ruffs away East’s last club 
stopper, draw’s East’s two remain- 
ing trumps, and claims the bal-
